HE dispatches announce the failure of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's effort to effect a settlement 


between barons and miners. 
The statements of 


neither side have not been made public, but the 
President's remarks are published in full.

stated that in consenting to an interview he was not 
actuated by any desire to interfere between the op- 
erators and the miners, but in the interest of the 
general public which was the worst sufferer.

appealed to the patriotism of both sides to make 
such concessions as would terminate in an adjust- 
ment of the differences, thereby averting the suffer- 
ing that would result from its continuance into the 
winter months. 
At last accounts there was but 


little prospect of an amicable understanding be- 
tween the contesting parties.

Frank Putnam in the'National Magazine: 


Will the average American 
citizen chucking 


ten-dollar coal into his hungry furnaces this win- 
ter, and reflecting on the gaunt misery in tens of 
thousands of miners' cabins, continue to treat as 
anarchic the suggestion that the people, through 
their government should buy and operate the coal 
mines? 
Is he really satisfied, anyway, with condi- 


tions as they are,—the men who mine the coal al- 
ternately working long hours for scant pay and 
striking for the right to live like human beings; the 
average householder, who simply must have the 
coal, forced to pay exorbitant prices for it, and a 
few men, controlling mines and coal roads, through 
these properties becoming so rich and arrogant that 
they constitute a dangerotis menace to public peace 
and moraliu. 
Is the average American citizen 


really satisfied with this state of affairs ? Or would 
he prefer to see the mines owned and operated by 
the government,—the miners paid decent wages; 
their children sent to schools instead of into the 
mines and their living guaranteed during industry 
and good behavior ; coal selling to all comers at one 
price, and that a fair one, lower, as it certainly 
should and could be, than any price that has been 
paid to private operators; reasonable profits flow- 
ing into the public treasury instead of unreason- 
ably large profits flowing into the coffers of in- 
dividuals ?" 


Without reference to claims of either the opera- 


tors or miners, it seems plain to The Journal that 
the interests of the whole people are superior to 
both, and that no such condition as now exists 
should be allowed to inflict injury upon the nation 
at large.
